Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for 
the  year  1926,  being  the  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report 
I  have  made  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population 
of  the  City  in  the  middle  of  1926  to  be  50,660.  The 
estimate  at  the  middle  of  1921  was  49,160.  The 
increase  in  these  5  years  is  1,500  an  average  annual 
increase  of  300. 

The  health  of  the  City  was  good  and  epidemic 
diseases  w^ere  moderate  in  amount.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  nor  from 
Typhoid  Fever  and  5  only  from  Influenza. 

The  deathrate  was  12.3  per  1000,  a  lower  death- 
rate  having  been  recorded  only  once,  in  1923,  during 
the  last  10  years. 
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Once  only  during  the  last  io  years,  in  1924,  has  a 
lower  rate  been  recorded.  It  is  only  by  thje/ con¬ 
tinued  efforts  of  the  staff  of  the  Maternity  and  Chi’d 
Welfare  department  that  this  good  result  is  achieved.

The  .members  of  the  Health  Committee  are  well 
aware  of  the  serious  conditions  brought  to  their 
notice  by  the  overcrowding  of  families  in  small 
houses.  There  are  still  97  cases  on  the  Inspectors 
records,  many  of  them  unable  to  pay  the  rent  of  a  new 
3  bedroomed  house.  r

Abatement  of  Nuisances. — During  the  year,  1,155  prelimin-

ary  or  request  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  and  for  obtaining  sanitary  improvements  to  dwel¬ 
lings.  219  Statutory  Notices  were  served  by  order  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  in  12  instances  the  Committee  gave 
instructions  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for  failing  to  comply 
with  the  Statutory  Notice  ;  but  in  only  3  cases  was  it  found 
necessary  to  issue  summonses  as  the  work  required  to  be  done 
was  put  in  hand  after  written  intimation  of  the  intended  pro¬ 
ceedings  had  been  sent  to  the  persons  concerned.  The 
Magistrates  made  orders  in  each  of  the  three  cases  for  the  work 
to  be  carried  out  within  28  days.

Inspections  are  made  to  every  house  at  least  once  a  fort¬ 
night,  and  the  Keepers  (with  one  exception)  do  their  best  to 
keep  the  houses  clean  and  in  as  good  an  order  as  their  structure 
will  permit.  Several  notices  and  strong  cautionary  letters 
have  been  sent  to  one  of  the  keepers. 

The  premises  were  limewashed  throughout  during  the 

months  of  April  and  October. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act.— The  total  number  of  Work¬ 
shops  (not  including  Bakehouses)  on  our  Register  is  211,  as 
compared  with  321  in  the  previous  year.  Three  additional 
workshops  were  added  to  the  Register,  and  5  struck  off,  3 
having  given  up  and  2  converted  into  Factories.

J Bakehouses.— There  were  51  occupied  Bakehouses  in  the 
City  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  these,  10  are  classed  as 
Factories,  and  2  as  Underground  Bakehouses. 


One  hundred  and  forty-seven  visits  have  been  made  during 
the  year  to  the  bakehouse  premises,  and  special  attention  was 
given  to  the  cleanliness  of  walls,  floors  and  ceilings. 


Outworkers. — During  the  year,  18  lists  of  Outworkers  have 
been  received  from  employers,  containing  the  names  of  964 
outworkers. 


It  wras  necessary  in  two  instances  to  forbid  the  giving  of 
outwork  because  of  infectious  disease  in  the  household,  and 
the  necessary  disinfection  of  any  outwork  in  hand  was  carried 
out.

Milk  Order,  1926.— This  Order  which  came 

^lifto^fofce  on  1st  Oct.,  1926,  revokes  the  then  existing  Dairies, 
*  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  of  1885,  1886  and  1889,  and 
‘ gives  slightly  increased  powers  for  dealing  with  the  production, 
storage  and  distribution  of  milk.  It  necessitates  the  keeping 
of  registers  of  all  persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  Cowkeeper 
or  Dairyman  and  also  of  all  farms  and  other  premises  in  the 
district  which  are  used  as  Dairies  ;  but  the  Bocal  Authority 
have  power,  with  certain  reservations,  to  refuse  to  register 
and  to  remove  from  the  register  the  name  of  any  person  if 
they  are  satisfied  that  the  public  health  is  or  is  likely  to  be  en¬ 
dangered  by  any  act  or  default  of  such  person. 


Inspections  are  being  made  and  detailed  particulars  taken 
of  every  cowshed,  milkshop  and  dairy  wfithin  the  City,  and  a 
copy  of  brief  abstracts  of  the  Order  given  to  each  person 
registered.  The  Order  does  not  apply  to  persons  who  sell 
bottled  milk  only,  or  to  those  who  sell  milk  for  consumption 
-on  the  premises  only.  The  person  registered  has  to  make  the 
provisions  of  the'  Order  known  to  all  his  employees  who  are 
connected  with  the  milk  trade,  and  this  has  been  done  by 
having  a  copy  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Act  printed 

upon  cards  and  hung  up  in  the  cowsheds.

All  the  cowsheds,  w7ith  the  exception  of  two,  are  provided 
with  the  City  water,  and  galvanised  iron  tanks  are  provided 
as  drinking  vessels  for  the  cows,  either  inside  or  outside  the 
sheds  and  also  in  the  fields.  Two  sheds  have  to  rely  upon 
pump  and  spring  water,  but  as  the  City  mains  have  now  been 
laid  quite  close  to  these  sheds,  it  will  be  possible  for  the  City 
water  to  be  laid  on.  No  overcrowding  of  cattle  in  the  sheds 
was  found.  Periodical  limewashing  of  the  sheds  has  been

There  were  317  persons  seen,  106  of  these  being  under  15 
years  of  age.  This  number  includes  74  Contacts  seen  and  ex¬ 
amined,  of  whom  57  were  under  15  years  of  age.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  get  the  parents  to  bring  the  children  for  examination 
if  they  are  living  in  the  house  with  a  Tuberculosis  person, 
but  adults  exposed  to  infection  are  with  difficulty  persuaded  to 
undergo  examination. 


The  Council  expended  £43  during  the  year  in  providing  milk 
to  help  maintain  the  patients  strength  after  discharge  from 
Institutions. 


Mr.  Matley  Moore  has  given  Dental  treatment  to  22  patients 
who  made  62  attendances  at  the  Dental  Clinics.  General 
Anaesthesia  was  necessary  in  5  cases  and  local  anaesthesia  in 
15.  Dentures  were  supplied  to  3  persons.  Other  of  the 
notified  insured*  persons  obtained  dental  treatment  through  a 
friendly  Society.

This  year  we  have  had  notifications  of  46  deaths,  which 
giVes  a  death  rate  of  53.8,  the  second  lowest  yet  attained.

Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal 
—-pyrexia)  Regulations  1926,  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
which  came  into  force  on  October  1st,  1926. 


The  term  Puerperal  Fever  is  an  ill  defined  term,  and  there 
was  at  times  a  genuine  doubt  as  to  whether  a  minor  illness 
after  childbirth  should  or  should  not  be  notified.  The  term 
Puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  in  the  Regulations  and  covers 
the  mild  cases  of  illness  following  childbirth.  The  medical 
man  notifying  a  case  can  request  help  from  the  Focal  Authority 
in  the  following  ways  :  (1)  By  having  a  second  medical 

opinion  ;  (2)  By  having  Bacteriological  examinations  made  of 
blood  or  discharges  ;  (3)  By  requesting  removal  of  the  patient 
to  Hospital  ;  (4)  By  asking  that  trained  nurses  be  provided. 

A  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  City  Council  and
